DRAFT RULES 

THE CENTRAL MOTOR VEHICLES (AMENDMENT) RULES, 1997 


(1) These rules may be called the Central Motor Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 1997. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, In sub-rule (9) of rule 115 of the Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989, for the heading “MASS EMISSION STAN¬ 
DARDS FOR PETROL DRIVEN VEHICLES EFFECTIVE FROM 1ST APRIL, 1996” and item (i) thereunder relating 
to passenger cars, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“MASS EMISSION STANDARDS FOR PETROL DRIVEN VEHICLES EFFECTIVE FROM THE DATE OF 
PUBLICATION OF THE FINAL CENTRAL MOTOR VEHICLES (AMENDMENT) RULES, 1997."
